We elected Miss Bradley and Miss Hertzel to fill the two 
vacancies on the Committee, but of course do not know yet 
whether they will be able or willing to become members. 

Then we discussed the Plant. There were one or two 
rather good suggestions as to how it might be improved— 
that is to make its contents of more general use to the 
students.

McKelvie and Mrs. Whitson were unable to be of the party, 
but both wrote that they hoped to come to future meetings. 

A most enjoyable hour was spent over tea, and the first- 
hand news of Scale How was greatly appreciated by the 
older students. Everyone agreed that the meetings must be 
held at least annually, and perhaps oftener, and next Christ- 
mas there will be more time beforehand, so that the gathering 
may be much larger. 

After tea the talk became more business-like, and the fol- 
lowing resolution was made : — 

44 That the Edinburgh students deplore the decadence of

“ (rf) That all students should join with us, the undersigned, 
in the New Year resolution to be really enthusiastic about the 
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College Magazine, which should be a bond of union between 
us all, and a hearty expression of our esprit de corps.
